SMASH RUSS FORT 


Japs Explode Mines Under 
Keekwan and then Re- 
peated Charges Give 
Them Victory. 


Nogi’s Right Wing Advances 
from 208 Meter Hill and Cap- 
tures Stronghold Near- 
er the City, 5 — 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO 

TOKIO, Dec. 19.—Genh. Nogi began another 
general attack on Port Arthur Sunday after- 
noon, his right wing advancing from 203 
Meter hill and his left wing assaulting the 
north fort on East Keekwan mountain. 

The right wing drove the Russians from 
Yangshufang, 1,000 yards southeast of 208 
Meter hill, which the Japanese securely oc- 
cupied. They also captured another fort in 
that part of the fortifications in connection 
with Liaotishan. 

While the left wing was attacking Keek- 
wan fort another force made an assault on 
the forts on Songshu mountain. This attack 
is progressing. 3 

The north fort on East Keekwan mountain 
is the first of the seventeen inner line of forts 
to be captured by Gen. Nogi. 

Blow Up Keekwan Fort. 

The left wing at 2:15 o'clock in the after- 
noon blew up the auxiliary defenses of the 
north fort on Hast Keekwan. Following the 
infantry 
charged in force, but was repulsed. The 
fighting lasted until 7 o’clock in the evening, 
when Lieut. Gen. Samejima led the reserves 
into the fort itself. Occupation was com- 
pleted at midnight. 

The capture of the Keekwan fort was a 
complete surprise to the Russian garrison, 
there having been no preparatory bombard- 
ment. Japanese sappers drove shafts forty 
feet under the parapet of the fort from the 
escarpment and moat. In these two tons of 


dynamite were éxploded simultaneously, 


completely wrecking the interior of the fort, 
while siege and shrapnel guns shelled Rus- 
sian troops in the vicinity. This occurred at 
2 o'clock in the afternoon. | 

_.. aps Buried Under Debris. 

A @etachment of Japanese infantry then 
made a headiong but premature rush, and 
sixty of them became buried under a mass 
of débris, greatly delaying the attack. De-

dashed forward and captured the parapet. 
In the meantime the Russians had been 
strongly reinforced, and a fierce hand to 
hand struggle with bayonets and grenades 
was continued till near midnight, when the 
few Russian survivors retreated to the city 
and the fort was captured. Its construction 
displays the utmost scientific knowledge. 


Official Report from Nogi. 

The following report of the capture was 
telegraphed from Gen. Nogi's headquarters 
today: 

“At 2:15 o’clock on the afternoon of Dec. 
18 part of our army biew up the parapets 
of the north fort of East Keekwan mountain 
and then charged. 

“A flerce battle with hand grenades ensued. 

“Owing to the stubborn resistance of the 
enemy with his machine guns, our opera- 
tions were temporarily suspended. 

“Subsequently, at 7 o’clock in the 
evening, Gen. Semeamiam, commanding 
the supports, advanced into the casements 
and, encouraging his men, threw his sup- 
ports into the fighting line in a last brave 
0 

“At 11:50 clock at night we completely 
occupied the fort and immediately engaged 
in the construction of defensive works. Our 
occupation became firmly assured today. 

“ Before retiring the enemy exploded four 
mines in the neighborhood of the neck of the 
fort. 

“We captured five nine-centimeter field 
guns and two machine guns, as well as plenty 
of ammunition. 

“The enemy left forty or fifty dead. Our 
casualties have not been investigated, but 
they are not heavy.” 

* ‘Will Assault New Town. 

The beslegers apparently are working in 
an effort to prevent Gen, Stoessel from with- 
drawing to the Liaot! promontory for a last 
stand when his troops are driven out of the 
town of Port Arthur. : 

Jo the end it is reported that the 
have seized a strong position about 1,000 
‘yards southeast of 203 Meter hill, prepara- 
tory to assaulting the new town and pushing 
between Liaoti mountain and the Russian 
headquarters at Port Arthur. ; 

The news that Gen, Nogi is preparing for an 
assault on the town of Port Arthur itself has 
caused the greatest excitement in Tokio. It 
is taken ae the first intimation that an effort 
will be made to bring the siege to a speedy 
end, 

On Saturday the naval land batteries bom- 
barded the city and harbor, sinking one tor- 
pedo boat, exploding magazines, and displac- 
ing several guns on the forts. The hospital 
ships in the harbor are describéd as being 
large transports. The Russian destroyers 
take refuge close alongside them, seeking 
the protection of the Red Cross flag. 


TORPEDO CRAFT IN BATTLE. 

TOKIO, Dec. 19.—Although accustomed to 
hearing of acts of bravery on the part of their 
soldiers and sailors, the people of Japan have 
been thrilled by the details of the series of 
desperate torpedo attacks against the Rus- 
sian battleship Sevastopol and other craft 
driven outside the harbor of Port Arthur by 
the fire of the Japanese land batteries. 

Commander Yezoe and Lieut. Nakahara are 
the heroes of these attacks, and the former 
promises to gain equal prominence with Com- 
mander Hirose, who on March 27 last was 
blown to fragments in Vice Admiral Togo's 
second attempt to bott up Port Arthur, in 
the war traditions of Japan.

WAY CLASH OVER BUPLER, 


JUDICIAL AND LEGISLATIVE 


POWERS IN QUESTION. : 


Counsel for Censured Alderman Main- 
tains That Council Usurped Prerog-~- 
ative of the Courts—Declares Action 
Tied Tongues of Members So That 
Hereafter No One Will Dare Tell of 
Attempts to Bribe—Declines to Out- 
line Plan for Vindication. 

Ald. Butler’s announcement that he would 
ask the courts to “undo” the act of the 
city council in censuring him for his North- 
western L' bribery charges, it was de- 
clared yesterday, may precipitate a clash be- 
tween the judicial and legislative bodies of 
Chicago, which the constitution declares to 
be separate and coördinate branches of gov- 
unment. 

Attorney Benson Landon, who has been re- 
tained by Butler, said yesterday that he ex- 
pected to go into the courts on the ground 
that in voting the censure the council was 
acting as a “ quasi-judicial’’ body. Thecity, 
according to an informal opinion from As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Sexton, will 
stand pat on its rights to legislate without in- 
terference. 

Action Ties Tongues of Aldermen.” 

“The council by censuring Ald. Butler 
without trial,“ said Landon, “has fixed it 
go that no other alderman ever will dare tell 
of any attempt made to bribe him. It was 
acting in a quasi-judicial manner, and we 
propose to see if there is not some legal re- 
dress for the man who was unjustly con- 
demned.“ 

Landon declined to say what method would 
be adopted in bringing the attack. A rumor 
that libel sults were to be filed against the 
fifty-five aldermen who voted for the McCor- 
mick censure resolution aroused interest in 
the city hall, but Butler denied that he con- 
templated this line of procedure. 


Declares Censure Lacks Basis. 


„What basis was there for censure, any» 
way?’ asked Landon. Mr. Butler merely 
made the two innocent, straightaway as- 
sertions that lawyers in the council would 
do for their cliénts what they would not do 
for themselves, and that a certain element 
was trying to test its strength on the trac- 
tion question. Why should there be all this 
anger and excitement unless some one was 
stung by inferences drawn?“ 

The postponed “ justification’’ meeting 
may be held after all. Butler said that his 
supporters renewed their request to have 
him tell the ward his side of the story and 
that he now saw no reason for declining. 

The grand jury heard no further witnesses 
on the Butler case during the day, and it is 
believed that the matter is regarded as 
closed. 

Mrs. Butler Repeats Her Story. 

Mrs. Butler again repeated to friends in 
Jefferson Park ‘her story of Fred C. Whea- 
ton's alleged change of front in supporting 
her husband's charges. She asserted that 
Miss Mable Wheaton, who testified before 
tne grand jury, was not present when her 
conversation with Wheaton took place, and 
added that the latter confessed to her that 
he had been “ shadowed” by detectives in 
the employ of the Northwestern Elevated 
railroad company ever since the night that 
the Butler charges were made. 


Echo at the Council Meeting. 

An undercurrent of the council meeting at 
night was the Butler incident, although there 
was only one official reference to it. Ald, 
Butler occupied his seat, and except for vot- 
ing maintained an unruffied silence all the 
evening. His wife sat in the visitors’ section. 

The official reference came in this resolu- 
tion, offered by Ald. Race: 

Whereas, Certain officials of the Northwestern

EDITOR PUTS OUT OPINION THAT 

-GROSSCUP IS “DOWN AND OUT.” 

Writer in Eastern Weekly Publication 
Criticises the Appointment of Sen- 
ator Hopkins’ Son and of “Doc” Ja- 
mieson — Chicago Jurist Declares 
These Officials Were Not His Selec- 
tion, but Defends Them—Refuses to 
Discuss His Legal Actions. 


An attack on Judge Grosscup so sharp that 
it drew an immediate denial from the federal 
jurist is published in the current issue of 
Collier's Weekly. 

The edftorial begins with a comment on the 
remarkable precision with which Chicago 
keeps track of its public men. Then it goes 
on to state: 

A few years ago Judge Peter 8. Grosscup of the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals was a map 
highly honored in Chicago and, as far as he 
known, elsewhere. He has made some excell: 
speeches of recent years. He understands what the 
new issues are in politics and he speaks well upon 
them, but he has been doing certain things in Chi- 
cago which he ought not to do, and he is in all 
probability “down and out as far as ahy po- 
litical hopes that he may have are concerned. 

Judge Grossdup’s rapidly falling reputation is 
the result of the close attention which Chicago | 
gives to ite own affairs. We have in the past 


Of the injunction in favor of the street railways, 
which is being bitterly resented, wé say nothing, 
it being a legal matter. 

Ot the appointment of a notoriously unfit candi- 
date to the position of master in chancery, because 
he was the son of Senator Hopkins, no such re- 
gerve in opinion is necessary, About his indorse- 

ment of Doc Jamieson, when Mr. Roosevelt, 

for reasons of his own, chose to give that states- 
man an office, it would not be easy to speak too 
sharply. 

Judge Grosscup has seen his best days in Amer- 
public life. 

Regarding the appointments criticised 
Judge Grosscup said: 

“Mr. Hopkins was not an appointment of 
mine. The appointment was left to the 
judges. Judge Kohlsaat came into direct 
contact with the masters in chancery, and I 
thought it fair to leave the selection to him. 
Therefore I told him that I would vote for 
whoever he nominated. Judge Baker and 
Judge Jenkins, the other two circuit judges, 
and Justice Day of the Supreme court all 
voted for Mr. Hopkins, who Is an able, clean, 
and fit young man. 

“The first knowledge I had either of the 
post or the appointment of Dr. Jamieson 
came from the president. He told me that 
he had sent in Dr. Jarhieson’s name and that 
there had been a protest from Chicago. rie 
asked me if I believed Dr. Jamieson would 
give an honest administration. I informed 
the president I thought he would. I stiil 
think so.”’ 

Judge Grosscup declined to make any com- 
ment on anything that he had done in court 
beyond saying that time alone must vindi- 
cate the judgment and correctness of his

LAND FRAUD DISCLOSURE. 


Report That Confessions Have 
Been Obtained Involving High 
Government Officials. 


Portland, Ore., Dec. 19.—[Special. Speed - 
ing across the continent as fast as a train 
can carry them, United States Senator John 
H. Mitchell and Representative Binger Her- 
mann, who was formerly commissioner of the 
general land office, will on Saturday apply for 
permission to appear before the federal grand 
jury and clear themselves of the charges of 
implication in the gigantic land frauds.

Under no circumstances will Senator Mitch- 
ell and Congressman Hermann, in the event 
of their being allowed in the jury room, be 
permitted to tell their story according to 
their individual desires. They will be sub- 
jected to the same rule of procedure as pro- 
vails in the cases of the other witnesses ex- 
amined. 

In charging the jury today Judge Bellinger 
stated that if persons connected with the 
testimony were to ask to appear in their 
own. behalf he recommended that their re- 
quest be granted, but he specifically stated 
that this is not a legal right of such persons. 
He added that it would be proper for the jury 
to allow them to if the jury saw fit to do so. 


Credit Confession Rumor. 

The report that the defendants in the re- 
cent McKinley-Puter-Watson trial have now 
made a confession involving those higher in 
the great conspiracy.is generally believed.

Question for Senator Mitchell. 

Senator Mitchell will be asked why a letter 
of introduction from Franklin Pierce Mays, 
one of the best known of the state's attor- 
neys, should have induced him to introduce 
S. A. G. Puter to Hermann, with the direct 
result that the land illegally and fraudulent- 
ly entered upon by the defendants should 
have been taken out of the regular routine, 
put ahead of others filed before it, and rushed 
to patent. This was brought up by Senator 
Mitchell's own testimony while a witness in 
the recent conspiracy . trial. 

Representative Hermann will be asked as 
to missing papers wanted so much by/the 
government inspectors. It is admitted that 
these papers, lost in Hermann’s office, con- 
tained reports of Inspector A. R. Greene, the 
special man sent out by the interior depart- 
ment to investigate the rumors of land 
frauds in Oregon. ? 


Forty-three Volumes Missing. 

When Hermann retired from office at the 
request of President Roosevelt, it is gen- 
erally charged that he ordered a clerk to cut 
several volumes in two and bring the stubs 
to him. At any rate, forty-three volumes 

containing correspondence not be found, 
Hermann’s explanation is that they con- 
tained his private correspondence and did not 
relate to office business. 

It is known that Senator Mitchell intro- 
duced Puter and Mrs. Emma L. Watson to 
Hermann, saying that they were some of 
the best citizens of Oregon. Mrs. Watson 
was arrested in Chicago by the secret service 
officers. 

Every land office district in Oregon, and 
there are six, will receive the attention of the 
United States grand jury, which convened 
today, after a recess of a month. 

Twelve quarter sections of fine timber land 
in the Roseburg land office district, near 
the famous Bohemia mining digtrict, are 
said to be the subject of the investigation 
of the grand jury today, although this state- 
ment is not confirmed.

President Harper of the University of Chi- 
cago made a statement last night regarding 
the expected gifts from John D. Rockefeller 
on the occasion of the quarterly cgnvocation 
to be held this ing: 

No request has been made to Mr. Rocke- 
feller, either for endowment for a school of 
technology or for medieine,“ he said. “ The 
fact of the case is that John D. Rockefeller 
Sr. has sent a letter to the board of trustees 
of the university saying that he will take 
pleasure in giving to the university to be used 
for current the same amount he 
gave last year—$245,000. 

This is a large gift, and is recognized as 
such, It remains true, however, that such 
statements as have been printed in some of 
the papers do injury to the University of 
Chicago and to the cause of education in more 
ways than one. It is devoutly to be hoped 
that in the future our friends will wait until 
announcements are made instead of making 
an effort to anticipate them.“ 

The general impression around the univer- 
sity, however, is that when President Harper 
reads the list of gifts for the year it will be 
found that a much larger donation has been 
made by the founder. For the last four years 
the annual Christmas present to the institu- 
tion has been more than $1,000,000. The 
gift from Mr. Rockefeller in the past has not 
come until the day on which it was to be 
announced.

Washington, D. O.. Dec. 10.—[ 1— 
As a means of assisting him in determining 
what.course of action he will advocate with 
reference to securing authority from con- 
gress for federal supervision of railroad 
rates, President Roosevelt has referred to 
the department of justice for an opinion on 
the question of how far the power of the 
interstate commerce commission applies in 
fixing such rates and making regulations for 
its decisions by railway 


This indicates that the administration is 
still working along the lines of the Quarles- 
. bill, which the president said in his 

message to congress was “in my 
— . the most important legislative act 
now needed as regards the regulation of cor- 
porations.“ The Quarles-Cooper bill seeks to 
remedy the position in which the interstate 
commerce commission is placed by the de- 
cision uf the court that it had no right to 
fix railway rates and compel them to be ob- 
served by rai y companies. 

President Roosevelt has not made any 
statement to indicate that he is in favor of or 
against any one of the particular methods 
suggested for securing federal supervision of 
railway rates.

‘Roger R. Shiel, Cattle Buyer, Asks 
Lower Rates in “35 Group.”

confer with freight officials of the Wabash, 
Illinois Central, and Burlington railroads in 
an effort to secure a reduction of the tariff 
Within the territory known as the “35 
group” in Illinois. 
Shiel established a.stockyards at Kanka- 
kee a year ago, when the sea board rates for 
hogs in his purchasing field was 35 cents 
a hundred, but he asserts that within five 
months the figure was arbitrarily raised 5 
cents, causing a loss to him of more than 
$20,000. He holds the alleged combined west- 
ern steckyards interests responsible for the 
increase. 

Under the new tariff, according to Shiel, 
the seaboard rate from Litchfield, which is 
in the same group as St. Louis, is,5 cents 
higher than from the world’s fair city. and he 
says that unless the rate is reduced he will 
bring suit under the interstate commerce 
law, which, he declares, provides that the 
figure can be raised only as the distance 
from the seaboard increases.

THE PURE FOOD BILL. 
The chief of the bureau of chemistry ot 
the department of agriculture complains 
that some butter makers use coal tar dyes 
to give their product an attractive color. 
One hatdiy would expect this of men who 
drove the adulterated butter of the oleo- 
margarine manufacturers out of the market 
to make room for a natural; unsophisticated | 
product, Palm oil, whose use as a coloring 
material is unlawful, cannot be so harmful 
to the human system as coal tar dyes. If 
their use is to be permitted every man will 
have to study chemistry to learn how to 
detect their presene. — 
The adulteration of food products has 
become a science. The clumsy tricks of 
other days are seldom practiced. The un- 
ecrupulous manufacturer appeals to the 


customers with the least likelihood of their 
finding it out and the greatest profit to 
himself. If the consumers are to be pro- 
tected they must have in their service chem- 
ists with skill to detect and authority to 
punish scientific food adulterations. 

State laws, when strict enough and well 
enforced, are good as far as they go, but 
they do not cover the entire ground, They 
neéd to be supplemented by a national pure 
food law. ‘The house passed a bill at the 
last session which awaits action by the sen- 
ate. The bill may not be perfect, but it 
has the strong support of the national bu- 


Food congress, many state boards of health, 
and thé Federation of Women’s Clubs. 
When à million intelligent women ask for 
pure food fegislation senators should give 
them a respectful hearing. | 

The bill should become a law before the 
4th of March, otherwise the whole subject 
will have to be gone over again from the 
beginning in the Fifty-ninth congress, which 
will have its own problems to attend to. 
The bill before the senate contains noth- 
ing to which an honest manufacturer wil! 
take exception. It does not prohibit the 
manufacture and sale of any wholesome 
food product. It requires honesty of label- 
ing and prohibits adulteration with injuri- 
ous substances. Who, save the dishonest 
manufacturer, will find anything blame- 
worthyinthe bill? 


SAVE THE EXPORT FLOUR TRADE. 
When Minneapolis millers import Cana- 
dian wheat, grind it, and ship the fiour out of 
the country they get back nearly 99 per cent 
of the duty paid‘on the wheat. The Ameri- 
can wheat raisers in the northwest take no 
exception to that, but some of them object to 
granting the request of the millers that they 
be allowed to mix Canadian and American 
wheat in equal proportions to make flour 
for export and to receive the drawback on 
the Canadian wheat they use. 
The millers make the request because, 
owing to the partial failure of the wheat 


not enough American No. 1 hard wheat for 
mixing purposes. To make the grade of 
flour for which the millers have gained a 
market abroad they blend the hard wheat 
of Minnesota and the Dakotas with the. 
soft Wheat of Kansas and Oklahoma. 


would find no English buyers. If the Min- 
neapolig millers can draw on the Canadian 
wheat supplies they will be enabled to re- 
‘tain a large flour trade which is beginning 
to dwindle. In October. 1903, 1,800,000 bar- 
rels of flour were exported, and in October 
of this year only 800,000 barrels. 

It is a question whether a certain number 
of bushels of Canadian wheat shal) be 
shipped directly to England and be made 
into flour there after it has been mixed with 
the softer grain of other countries, or shall 
be ground here, mixed with American grain, 
and then shipped to England. In the latter 
case there is more woth for American mills 
and railroads, and an important branch of 
the export trade will be retained. If the 
millers send flour of a different grade, or if 
they fail to fill orders for the kind of flour 
they have been sending, they will lose their 
customers, and it will not be easy to get 
them back. | 

The wheat raisers in the Dakotas and 
Minnesota who raised a little high grade 
hard wheat this year resent the proposition 
of the millers. They say the price of their 
grain is 16 or 17 cents a bushel above the 
Canadian price, and that the lower priced 
grain should not be let in to compete with 
theirs. They are willing, in order to sell 
their small harvest of superior grain at a 
higher price this year, to destroy the export 
trade in flour, and thereby injure themselves 
permanently. Their policy is a shortsighted 
one. 

The question of the legality of the plan 
which is urged by the millers has been re- 
ferred to the attorney general. If he should 
see no objection to it the secretary of the 
treasury should not delay putting it in oper- 
ation. Then the market for American flour 
will be retained and the price of wheat main-

Though still odd, the queen has now fully 
recovered her reason, and while she still re- 
mains as. prolific with her pen and as ready

EBugénie, who had him stay with her for 
several days at Farnborough, her country

It is understood even that he obtained quite 
a large sum of money from the’ Empress 
‘Bugénie. 

That ‘the latter, who is notoriously close 
fisted, should have opened her purse strings 
to one whom she believed to be the authentic 
Giovanni del Drago is not astonishing. For 
the real simon pure is a grandson of old 
— Christina of Spain, mother of the late 
Queen Isabella, and Engénie, as a young girl, 
owed much to Christi whose maid of honor 
she became as soon she was old enough 
to perform the duties as such. Indeed, there 
are many who believe that Bugénie and her 
sister, the duchess of Alba (grandmother of 
the present duke), were in reality the chil- 
dren of Queen Christina, born prior to her 
marriage to King Ferdinand, as the issue of 
a morganatic union with a young English 
artist. Certain it is that the rbon traits 
are far more strongly marked in the features 
of Bugénie than in those of any other mem- 
bers of the house of Bourbon, save Don Car- 
los and his daughters, and that she has far 
more in common alike in profile, in carriage, 
and in certain traits of character with Queen 
Christina than with her alleged mother, the 
old countess de Montijo. The latter was 
grand mistress of the household to Chris- 
tina, her most intimate confidante, and, ac- 
cording to one version, merely the foster 
mother of Eugénie and of the duchess of 
Alba, both of whom were born more than 
two years after the date-on which official 
records show that the count de Montijo 
died.

New Orleans, La., Dec. 19.—[Special.]The
